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A  CENTENNIAL  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  CHANCELLOR— Now  is  fhe  time  for  us.  The  University 
ot  Mississippi  is  in  its  1 00th  year.  What  people  think  of  the  University,  what  it  actually  is,  what 
it  is  to  be  are  man-made.  For  a  hundred  years  the  University  has  represented  the  hopes,  the 
ambitions,  the  faith,  the  striving  of  the  people  of  a  great  state  that  through  education  would  come 
better  leaders  and  through  better  leadership  would  come  better  conditions  of  living — both  spiritual 
and  material. 

Throughout  the  past  century  as  each  succeeding  fall  term  began,  parents  have  bid  goodbye  to 
their  sons  and  daughters  who  were  to  enrol!  at  the  University.  These  young  men  and  women  were 
breaking  home  ties  for  the  first  time.  Each  with  a  song  in  his  heart  and  a  spirit  of  adventure  in 
his  veins  felt  the  urge  to  conquer  new  worlds.  He  looked  to  the  University  to  furnish  him  his  "know- 
how." 

Throughout  the  past  century,  as  each  succeeding  fail  term  began,  former  students  returned  to  con- 
tinue work  of  the  year  before,  to  renew  friendships,  and  to  think  more  seriously  upon  plans  for  the 
days  and  years  following  graduation.

After  graduation  and  a  few  months  of  saving,  another  wedding  was  solemnized  and  another  Ole  Miss 
family  was  added  to  the  ever  increasing  roster. 

The  University  is  so  interwoven  with  the  life  of  the  people  of  Mississippi  that  nothing  can  happen 
to  one  that  does  not  affect  the  other.  In  every  community.  In  every  neighborhood,  in  every  part  of 
Mississippi  are  substantial  homes  and  families  of  character  that  represent  the  work  of  the  University 
and  demonstrate  its  influence.  In  public  office,  in  learned  professions,  in  channels  of  business  many 
leaders  received  their  education,  their  inspiration,  their  conception  of  vocational  ethics  at  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Ole  Miss  is  more  than  campus,  buildings,  and  the  stadium.  Primarily,  it  is  a  spirit — a  spirit  that 
it  toook  a  hundred  years  to  build,  a  robust  and  courageous  spirit,  yet  genteel  and  self-controlled;  a 
spirit  that  demands  the  free  flow  of  Ideas,  freedom  of  expression,  and  the  acceptance  of  full  re- 
sponsibility for  beliefs  honestly  held;  a  spirit  of  unity  among  all  Ole  Miss  men  and  women  that 
continues  as  long  as  life  itself. 

This  spirit  is  perhaps  the  most  valuable  asset  the  University  has.  You  and  I  have  inherited  this 
spirit  built  by  generations  now  gone.  Let  us  breathe  deeply  of  it  that  we  may  be  true  to  the  finest 
traditions  of  democracy  and  Christianity.  Now  is  the  time  for  us  by  our  thoughts  and  our  deeds  to 
strengthen  and  build  the  Ole  Miss  spirit  so  that  we  may  be  true  to  those  who  have  preceded  us  and 
may  make  our  full  contribution  to  the  generations  to  follow.

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must  fit  into  the  definite  program  set  down  by  the  University.  This  pre- 
scribed course  which  the  Liberal  Arts  student  follows  today  may  be  traced 
to  the  subjects  in  which  instruction  was  to  be  available  to  the  first  students 
at  the  University  late  in  1848.  These  subjects  which  made  up  the  Academic 
Department  were  as  follows:  Mental  and  Moral  philosophy.  Logic,  Belles- 
Lettres,  Political  Economy  and  International  Law.  which  were  taught  by 
the  President  of  the  University;  Mathematics,  Astronomy,  Chemistry,  Botany, 
Geology,  Mineralogy,  Natural  Philosophy,  Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew,  French, 
professors,  all  four  of  whom  were  evidently  very  versatile  gentlemen. 

In  the  history  of  the  University  the  subjects  contained  in  the  first  de- 
partment mentioned  above,  taught  by  the  President  have  been  variously 
assigned.  Some  have  been  expanded  to  form  the  Departments  of  Philoso- 
phy and  Economics,  while  the  very  general  Belles-Lettres  is  the  progenitor 
of  the  Departments  which  have  thru  various  :tages  have  emerged  as  De- 
partments of  English  and  History  as  we  know  them  today.  The  remain- 
ing original  subjects  with  some  consolidation  and,  for  the  most  part, 
d  great  deal  of  specialization,  may  be  recognized  as  the  principle  com- 
ponents of  these  present  respective  departments. 

As  we  compare  the  courses  to  be  followed  for  the  attainments  of  de- 
grees in  the  School  of  Liberal  Arts  as  are  to  be  found  in  the  latest  school 
catalogue;  with  the  requirements  in  the  early  years  of  the  school,  we  note 
some  important  changes.  From  1848  to  1870  the  "close  currlculm"  was  In 
use.  By  this  plan  the  student  could  not  deviate  at  all  from  one  path  of 
study  leading  to  a  BA  Degree  or  another  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Laws 
Degree.  In  1870  this  method  was  changed  and  a  plan  giving  a  larger 
scope  was  introduced.  Since  that  time  the  school  has  tried  to  enlarge  its 
field  of  study  to  interest  students  with  varying  interests  and  ambitions, 
but  has  not  ceased  to  establish  a  sharp  distinction  br'-i/een  the  basic 
intentions  of  the  lower  division  and  the  upper  division.  In  the  lower 
division  an  effort  is  made  to  assure  a  mental  discipline  thru  a  sufficient 
range  of  courses  that  are  thought  to  exercise  the  mind  in  thinking  and 
in  the  construction  of  organized  thought.  The  work  of  the  upper  division 
is  more  advanced  in  nature  and  more  specialized.  The  student,  besides 
his  specialized  study  in  the  field  of  his  chosen  major,  has  that  chance  to 
satisfy  his  cultural  tastes  in  whatever  direction  he  might  wish. 

The  academic  Department  of  the  University,  founded  with  the  school 
under  President  George  Frederick  Holmes,  is  now  as  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  under  the  direction  of  Dean  Victor  Aldine  Coulter. 
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he  School  of  Law,  then  the  Department  of  Law,  was 
established  by  legislative  enactment  in  1854.  The  first  incumbent 
of  the  newly  formed  "Chair  of  Law  and  Governmental  Science"  was 
William  F.  Sterns.  Although  the  Law  Department  was  not  founded 
til  this  date,  there  had  been  provisions  in  the  original  plan  of  the 
University    for    a    course    in    Governmental    Science    and    Law. 

The  defined  course  of  study  for  the  Bachelor  of  Laws  Degree  was 
composed  of  two  sessions  of  ten  months  each.  The  Socratic  method 
of  instruction  was  adopted. 

In  1857  by  enactment  of  the  legislature  the  diploma  con- 
ferring the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  was  made  sufficient  proof 
of  knowledge  of  the  law  to  obtain  for  the  holder  a  license  to 
practice  in  the  courts  of  Mississiopi. 

The  Department  of  Law  was,  of  course,  closed  in  1861.  When 
it  reopened  in  1867  it  was  headed  L.  Q.  C.  Lamar,  who  held  that 
post  until    1870. 

The  historical  catalogue  published  in  1909  states  concerning 
the  Law  Department  "during  the  present  administration  the  course 
of  study  has  been  entended."  Two  full  sessions  of  nine  months 
each  are  now  required  for  graduation.  Plans  are  on  foot  for 
material  inmprovements."  Material  improvements  have  been  made, 
and  a  program  of  study  in  the  Law  School  today  is  designed  to 
occupy  the  student  six  full  semesters. 

The  plan  of  study  in  this  school  Is  so  aranged  as  to  afford  the 
student  a  fairly  free  choice  of  subjects  during  his  second  and 
third  years.  The  first  year  courses,  however,  are  prescribed.  The 
result  is  a  modified  elective  system  that  Insures  a  thorough  train- 
ing in  the  basic  courses  and  at  the  same  time  Is  sufficiently  flexible 
to  encourage  individual  interest  and  intiative. 

The  Law  School,  with  the  Mississippi  State  Bar,  publishes  four 
times  a  year  the  Mississippi  Law  Journal. 

The  Nation's  two  leading  legal  fraternities  have  chapters  here. 
These  Delta  Phi  and   Phi  Alpha  Delta. 

Robert  J.    Farley   is   the    present   Dean   of  the   School   of   Law.

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^  ^  hough  the  school  of  Engineering  was  not  organized  as 
such  until  1900,  courses  in  engineering  were  offered  by  the  Uni- 
versity at  the  time  of  the  reopening  of  the  school  immediately 
following  the  close  of  the  war  between  the  States. 

A  chair  of  Physics,  Astronomy  and  Civil  Engineering  was  organ- 
ized in  1865.  In  1867  the  first  two  were  combined,  leaving  Civil 
Engineering  as  a  separate  department,  or  school,  of  the  Academic 
Department;  it's  name  being  changed  to  applied  mathematics. 
From  that  time  until  the  board  of  Trustees  authorized  the  intro- 
duction of  Engineering  courses  into  the  school  curriculm,  and 
the  chair  of  electricity  and  electrical  engineering  was  established, 
there  was  little  interest  taken  at  all  in  Engineering. 

This  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  student  in  the  years 
following  the  war  is  easily  understood.  He  found  it  hard  to 
accept  the  new  educational  ideas,  and  at  that  date  Civil  Engineer- 
ing was  not  considered  a  profession  in  the  South.  If  the  students 
did  not  take  an  active  concern  in  Engineering  during  these  years, 
iv  was  not  because  of  any  deficiency  in  the  necessary  equipment, 
in  the  quality  of  instruction  or  in  the  variety  of  subjects.  For 
even  during  these  poverty  stricken  years  the  courses  offered 
measured  well  up  to  the  standards  of  thit  time. 

Afler  the  school  of  engineering  was  begun  in  1900,  there  fol- 
lowed various  departmental  changes  which  were  necessary  to  con- 
solidate the  department.  In  1903  the  Legislature  made  consider- 
able appropriations  to  the  Engineering  School;  and  as  a  result  of 
consquent  large  additions  to  the  equipment  and  o{  introduction 
of  new  courses,  the  enrollment  increased   at  once. 

In  1909  there  were  four  departments  In  the  school  of  Engineer- 
ing. They  were;  Civil  Engineering,  Electriciil  Engineering,  Munici- 
pal and  Sanitary  Engineering  and  Geology.  At  the  present  time 
the  following  under  graduate  Engineering  degrees  are  offered; 
B.S.,  in  Civil  Engineering,  B.S.  in  Chemical  Engineering,  B.S.  in 
Engineering    Administration    and    B.S.    in    Geological    Engineering. 

The  school  of  Engineering  today  offers  an  intergrated  program 
of  four,  five,  and  six  year  curricula,  parts  of  which  are  tied  in  with 
the  departments  of  Chemistry,  The  School  of  Commerce  and 
Business     Administration,     and     with     the     department     of     Geology. 

The    Dean    of    the    School    of    Engineering    is    Lee    H.    Johnson,    Jr. 
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his  school  was  organized  in  1903.  However  before 
that  time  there  had  been  a  Chair  of  Pedagogy  established  in  1893. 
The  annual  catalogue  shows  progress  and  a  growth  in  this  depart- 
ment which  led  to  the  creation  of  the  school  itself.  The  first  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Education  was  J.  G.  Deupree. 

In  1906  the  Department  of  Education  was  temporarly  abolished 
because  of  a  deficiency  of  funds.  This  move  met  with  so  much 
opposition  that  the  school  reestablished  the  department  after  an 
inactive   period  of  four  weeks. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  University  in  1908  asked  the  Dean  to 
undertake  the  extensive  task  of  developing  the  High  School  system 
of  the  State  in  connection  with  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
General  Education  Board.  This  work  being  begun  the  Dean 
added  to  his  title  of  Professor  of  Physchology  that  of  Professor 
of  secondary  Education.  The  plan  launched  met  with  great  suc- 
cess, thanks  to  the  spirit  of  cooperation  with  which  it  was  received 
by  the  many  to  whom  its  provisions  would  apply.  From  the  time 
the  Chancellor  suggested  this  functioning  of  the  Education  School 
down  to  the  present,  it  has  developed  with  the  Public  School 
system  of  Mississippi  and  expanded  so  best  to  serve  and  im- 
prove  this   system. 

One  not  to  be  overlooked  branch  of  the  Education  School  is 
the  department  of  Health  and  Physical  Education,  the  functions 
of    which    are    of    vital    importance    to    the    University    as    a    whole. 

In  accordance  with  the  desire  of  the  School  of  Education 
to  keep  up  to  date  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  Education,  the  same 
department  now  boasts  a  well  equipped  Audio-Visual  Educational 
laboratory.  This  division  provides  services  to  Public  Schools  and 
various    organizations    as    well    as    to    departments    of   the    University. 

In  1947  the  Bureau  of  Educational  Research  was  established. 
Its  chief  purpose  is  the  analysis  of  educational  problems  of  special 
interest  to  this  state. 

The  School  of  Education  Is  now  headed  by  Dean  Forrest  W. 
Murphy.

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^  y  he  School  of  Medicine  was  founded  by  a  special  act 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  June,  1903.  This  department  had  been 
anticipated  though,  as  early  as  the  school  year  1870-71.  At  that 
time  the  Board  of  Trustees  passed  a  resolution  relative  to  estab- 
lishing a  medical  department.  This  school,  as  proposed,  would 
be  based  on  the  plan  in  use  at  the  University  of  Virginia;  and 
it  would  be  organized  as  soon  as  there  were  sufficient  funds  for 
the  undertaking.  The  undertaking  proved  evidently  too  ambitious, 
for  after  the  founding  of  the  "Department  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery",  which  was  heralded  by  the  catalogue  from  1870  till 
1879,  it  was  dropped  in   1880. 

The  Medical  School  which  was  finally  founded  embraced  only 
the  first  two  years  of  the  regular  four  year  course.  it  met  with 
much  difficulty  during  the  first  years  of  its  early  existence;  not 
only  because  of  very  inadequate  facilities  and  quarters,  but  also 
because  of  opposition  of  physicians  throughout  the  state  to  a 
medical  school  away  from  a  large  city.  These  diffculties  were, 
however,  overcome  in  a  very  few  years. 

In  1908  the  Chancellor  was  approached  by  two  gentlemen 
connected  with  the  state  charity  hospital  at  Vicksburg.  They 
came  with  regard  to  the  establishment  of  the  last  two  years  of 
medicine  at  that  hospital.     The   offer  of  the   hospital  was  accepted 
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arried   out  during    1910-19!  I. 


It  was  discontinued  after  that;  and  reverted  to  its  previous  two  year 
form. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Medical  School  is  still  of  only  two 
years  duration.  However,  legislation  relative  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  four  year  medical  college  and  a  teaching  hospital  is 
scheduled   to   come   before  the  state   legislature  during   this  session. 

The  School  of  Medicine  in  its  present  form  offers  the  course 
of  study  headed  generally  as  follows:  Anatomy,  Bacteriology, 
and  Clinical  Labora^ory  Diagnosis,  Pharmacology,  Pathology,  Physi- 
ology, Physiological  Chemistry  and  Clinical  Medicine. 

This  school  is  now  operating  on  an  acclerated  schedule  permitting 
a  student  to  finish  his  regular  two  years  work  in  one  and  one-half 
years. 

David  S.  Pankrati  is  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Medicine. 
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he  School  of  Pharmacy  was  established  at  the  Uni- 
versity in  July,  1908.  For  the  first  session,  there  was  application 
for  admission  of  fifteen  students;  a  gratifying  number  consider- 
ing the  department  had  been  only  two  months  before  school 
opened.  The  Historical  Catalogue  of  1909  notes  that  that  de- 
partment was  well-equipped  for  doing  excellent  work.  Its  three 
laboratories  were  equipped  with  the  necessary  fixtures  and  con- 
veniences for  all  general  purposes.  However,  sufficient  facilities 
were  not  available  during  the  frst  few  years  of  operation  for  as 
varied    a    field    of   study   as    the    authorities    had    intended. 

The  Pharmacy  Department  began  to  experience  its  largest  period 
of  expansion  with  the  erection  of  the  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy 
Building  In  1923.  Prior  to  this  time,  the  department  had  been 
operating  In  inadequate,  overcrowded  quarters,  which  made  im- 
provement and  expansion  practically  Impossible.  With  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  new  building,  the  Pharmacy  School  was  able  to  Increase 
the  number  of  laboratories  and  Install  new  and  improved  equip- 
ment. 

The  degree  granted  by  the  School  of  Pharmacy  for  the  successful 
completion  of  the  four  years  work  Is  that  of  Bachelor  of  Science 
In  Pharmacy.  This  school  Is  now  a  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  and  is  accredited  by  the 
American  Council  on  Pharmaceutical  Education. 

The  present  Dean  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  is  Elmer  Lionel 
Hammond. 


DEAN   ELMER  L.  HAMMOND 
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he  BSC  School  was  the  next  to  the  last  professional 
school  -founded  on  this  campus,  in  1917.  Its  origin  may  be  traced 
to  courses  in  bookkeeping  taught  at  the  university  beginning  with 
the  session  of  1871-72.  This  division  did  not  at  that  time  play 
a  significent  role  in  the  university  curriculm  but  was  as  the  catalogue 
for  that  session  noted  considered  a  "highly  important  branch  of 
knowledge"  in  which  "a  course  of  instruction  (was)  given  in  all 
the  various  departments  of  commerical  science". 

This  department  did  not  really  come  into  its  own  until  it  was 
established  as  a  separate  school  with  its  purpose  the  turning  out 
of  broadly  trained  men  who  would  be  capable  of  meeting  the 
increasing  demands  of  the  more  modern  business  world.  As  the 
business  world  has  become  more  involved  and  the  necessity  of 
business  education  has  become  more  evident,  so  has  the  school 
broadened  its  field  of  study.  In  the  beginning  a  general  course 
only  was  offered  in  banking,  transportation,  and  merchandising; 
while  not  attempting  to  differentiate  in  these  separate  subjects. 
The  group  of  courses  also  included  the  subjects  of  political  science, 
economics,  shorthand  and  typing,  accounting,  and  filing.  These 
subjects  were  covered  in  sixteen  courses.  Today  over  six  times 
as  many  courses  are  offered  in  the  business  school. 

After  the  preliminary  degree  has  been  obtained  in  this  de- 
partment following  four  years  work,  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Business  Administration  may  be  had  with  an  additional  year  of 
study. 

The  school  is  accredited  with  the  American  Association  of 
Collegiale  Schools  of  Business  and  the  National  Conference  of 
State    University   Schools   of   Business;    being   a   full   member   of  each. 

The  School  of  Commerce  and  Business  Administration  has,  since 
its  founding,  experienced  the  largest  growth  of  any  university 
department.  This  school's  enrollment  today  is  second  only  to 
thai   of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 

Dean    Horace    B.    Brown,    Jr.,    is    in    charge    of   this    school. 
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t,_^^  onorary  M.A.  Degrees  were  conferred  on  distinguished 
graduates  from  1848  until  1870;  and  courses  of  graduate  level 
were  first  offered  in  1870.  The  Graduate  School  was  established 
in    1927. 

In  the  reorganization  plan  of  1870,  there  were  six  courses  of 
study  from  which  the  student  could  choose.  Included  in  these 
were  two  that  led  to  post  graduate  degrees,  one  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  and  the  other  that  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  With 
the  larger  variety  of  studies  offered  by  this  reshuffling  plan  of  1870, 
more  students  were  attracted  to  the  university  and  consequently 
there  were   more  who  were  desirous  of  taking  post  graduate  courses. 

A  definite  program  of  graduate  study  with  minimum  residence 
requirements  of  one  academic  year  was  set  up  in  1890.  Fellow- 
ships in  this  department  began  to  be  awarded  at  this  time;  and 
since  1909  the  number  that  has  received  the  Masters  Degree  has 
increased  out  of  all  proportions  to  the  number  in  the  thirty  nine 
years  before.  Before  the  official  establishment  of  the  school  In 
1927  graduate  work  was  done  under  the  direction  of  the  general 
faculty  acting  thru  a  graduate  committee,  but  the  Board  of  Trustees 
elected     a     Dean     charged     with     the     responsibility    for    this     work. 

While  the  student  doing  graduate  level  work  from  1870  for  a 
considerable  period  was  hindered  by  a  field  study  rather  limited 
In  scope,  the  student  of  today  has  an  almost  unlimited  field  of 
studies  from  which  to  choose.  The  Graduate  School  confers  the 
degrees  of  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Science  and  Master  of 
Business  Administration. 

The  center  of  graduate  studies  Is  the  Alexander  L.  Bondurant 
Graduate  Building  which  was  constructed  soon  after  the  school 
v/as   officially   established. 

The   Graduate   School   Is   headed    by   Dean    Dudley   R.    Hutcherson. 
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GEORGE  FREDERICK  HOLMES 

The  first  president  of  Ole    Miss 
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It  was  on  a  bright,  brisk,  Monday  morning  in  November,  in  the  year  1848,  that  the  University 
of  Mississippi,  now  affectionately  known  as  Ole  Miss  came  into  existence.  Standing  on  the  steps 
of  the  Lyceum  Building  a  Mr.  Thompson  delivered  an  address  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
followed  by  President  George  Frederick  Holmes  who  spoke  for  the  faculty.  Thereupon  the  Uni- 
versity was  declared  officially  open  and  ready  to  receive  students. 

The  first  session  found  some  eighty  Southern  "gentlemen"  enrolled.  There  has  probably  never 
been  in  the  history  of  a  University  such  an  assemblage  of  "students".  None  of  them  had  any 
back  ground  whatsoever  for  college  work  and  being  the  scions  of  the  southern  heiarchy  they  were 
naturally  not  inclined  towards  discipline.  "No  more  crude  and  disorderly  set  of  young  men  ever 
assembled  in  any  college."  These  were  the  words  of  the  Reverend  John  N.  Wadell  who  later  be- 
came Chancellor.  They  came  to  the  University  attended  by  their  slaves  and  carrying  their  hunting 
dogs  and  guns.  Not  a  man  on  the  campus  went  about  without  his  pistol  or  at  least  a  dirk  and 
there  is  actually  a  case  of  an  affair  of  honor  the  cause  of  which  was  the  love  of  a  young  maiden 
of  the  village  of  Oxford.  Pistols,  by  the  way,  had  to  be  checked  with  the  Dean  of  Men  before 
going  to  class. 

The  sale  of  intoxicating  beverages  within  five  miles  of  the  university  was  naturally  prohibited 
by  law,  and  f  ve  miles  being  five  miles  in  those  days  of  the  horse  and  buggy  instead  of  five  minutes 
was  naturally  tough  on  the  boys.  But  these  fellows  were  no  more  daunted  from  having  a  sociable 
drink  before  breakfast  than  tho;.e  that  followed  them.  The  long  wagon  trains  bearing  hay  or 
cotton  through  the  village  of  Oxford  were  more  often  than  not  carrying  contraband  liquor  hid- 
den under  their  innocent  looking  loads. 

Such  activities  were  naturally  very  much  frowned  on  by  the  faculty  and  every  effort  was  made 
fo  curb  this  debauchry,  but  the  straw  that  broke  the  camels  back  was  laid  on  when  one  of  these 
eager  scholars  was  found  keeping  a  "lewd"  woman  in  his  room.  He  was  severely  reprimanded 
and  dismissed  from  the  school. 

President  Holmes  fought  the  good  fight,  always  optimistic,  remembering  that  youth  must  have 
Its  fling;  but,  in  the  spring  of  1849,  a  little  over  a  year  from  the  time  he  came  into  office,  he 
resigned;  and  left  the  campus  "to  regain  his  health". 

Following  the  departure  of  Mr.  Holmes,  the  presidency  of  the  college  was  taken  over  by  Dr. 
Augustus  B.  Longstreet  of  Georgia.  He  was  considered  somewhat  of  a  character  but  was  liked 
by  all  the  boys.  The  author  of  "Georgia  Scenes",  a  series  of  humorous  sketches  depicting  early 
19th  century  life  in  Georgia,  he  became  the  father  of  the  modern  American  comic  strip. 

It  was  under  the  benevolent  despotism  of  Judge  Longstreet  that  discipline  of  a  sort  was  inforced 
on  the  campus  and  a  great  measure  of  scholastic  progress  gained. 
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The  courses  pursued  by  these  first  Ole  Miss  students  are  not 
found  too  prevalent  today.  Languages,  especially  Latin  and  Greek, 
were  considered  paramount  studies.  Mental  and  nnoral  sciences, 
rhetoric,  logic,  political  economy,  international  law,  and  evidences 
of  Christianity   were   also   important   subiects. 

Students  of  1948  would  find  it  impossible  to  enter  the  University 
in  1848.  This,  because  of  the  extremely  difficult  written  examina- 
tions. Said  examinations  insisted  on,  among  other  things,  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  five  books  of  Caesar  and  the  six  books  of  the  Aeneid 
of  Virgil. 

In  July  of  1856,  President  Longstreet  resigned  under  protest 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees.  His  influence  continued  to  be  greatly 
felt,  however,  as  his  son-in-law,  L.  Q.  C.  Lamar,  the  noblest  Mis- 
sissippian  of  them  all,  became  a  professor,  in  turn,  Lamar's  son- 
in-law,  Edward  Mayes  became  a  Chancellor. 

The  reign  of  Longstreet  was  followed  by  that  of  Frederick  A. 
P.  Barnard,  who  was  to  become  one  of  the  greatest  fgures  in 
American  education  and  also  a  great  name  in  science. 

A  facile  talker.  President  Barnard  addressed  a  meeting  of  the 
state  legislature  and  managed  to  secure  funds  that  were  badly 
needed  for  new  buildings  and  for  larger  and  better  equipment 
for  the  library  and  science  department.  Shortly  afterward,  the 
University  of  Mississippi  took  its  honored  place  as  one  of  the  best 
equipped  universities  in  America.  It  was  a  remarkable  fact,  con- 
sidering that  the  university  had  been  in  existence  only  13  years.  It 
was  through  Barnard's  efforts  that  the  largest  telescope  in  the 
world,  at  that  time,  was  ordered  for  the  school.  The  war  came 
and  it  went  to  Northwestern  University,  where  many  history  making 
observations  were  made,  and  it  is  still  in  use  today. 

Just  as  the  war  took  our  telescope,  it  took  our  greatest  Chancel- 
lor (the  title  of  president  had  been  changed  to  chancellor).  In 
1861,  the  University  was  closed  and  Chancellor  Barnard  returned 
to  his  home  in  the  north.  But,  even  there,  he  was  still  concerned 
for  the  welfare  of  his   beloved   Ole   Miss.     It  was  through  his  influ- 


ence that  General  Grant  did  not  burn  or  destroy  any  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the   University. 

Though  not  a  part  of  the  history  of  our  university,  we  of  Ole  Miss 
always  point  with  pride  to  the  record  of  F.  E.  P.  Barnard  after  leav- 
ing the  campus.  In  1864,  he  was  chosen  president  of  Columbia 
College,  N.  Y.  Upon  arriving  there,  he  found  a  "second  or  third 
rate"  college.  When  he  left,  it  was  one  of  the  outstanding  edu- 
cational institutions  in  America.  The  women's  division  is  named 
for   him. 

The  drums  rolled  arcoss  the  eleven  southern  states.  From  every 
town,  village,  and  hamlet  the  horses  dashed  out  carrying  their 
riders  for  an  appointment  with  history.  Across  the  hot  hinterland 
the  Stars  and  Bars  rode  in  glory.  A  jubilant  populace  raised  their 
voices  singing  a  new  song — a  song  that  would  send  thrills  in  to 
the  hearts  of  men  long  after  those  who  first  sang  it  were  gone. 
A  piercing  yell  broke  everywhere  the  stillness  of  the  evening  air 
and    Ole    Miss    was    ready    for    it's    date    with    destiny. 

The  opening  of  hostilities  naturally  affected  the  acadenWc  life 
of  the  campus  for  the  worst.  Many  of  the  students  left  the  campus 
immediately  to  join  the  Confederate  army.  On  the  campus  itself 
a  company  was  formed.  William  B.  Lowry  was  elected  com- 
mander. It  was  just  an  ordinary  college  company  to  the  eye. 
There  were  many  such  formed  throughout  the  country  on  both 
sides,  but  the  University  Greys  were  to  make  a  name  for  them- 
selves that  would  stand  with  the  immortals  who  wore  the  grey. 
Forming  Company  A  of  the  Eleventh  Mississippi  Davis  Brigade, 
they  followed  Pickett  in  his  last  charge  against  Missionary  Ridge. 
As  they  approached  the  summit  under  the  hail  of  withering  fre 
that  would  have  forced  less  dauntless  hearts  to  withdraw.  General 
Pickett  was  struck  down;  but  the  sons  of  Ole  Miss  went  on,  reach- 
ing the  furtherest  point  of  penetration.  However  no  mortal  could 
have  taken  the  ridge  that  day,  so  the  University  Greys  were  forced 
to  give  way  for  lack  of  support.  It  was  truly  the  high  water  mark 
of  the  South,  and  it  was  only  just  that  the  gallant  men  of  the  Uni- 
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versity  of  Mississippi  should  follow  them  in  their  tradition  today 
should  be  known  throughout  a  nation  as  the  Rebels. 

When  the  blood  had  dried  on  Missionary  Ridge  and  the  long 
years  of  fighting  against  Insurmountable  odds  had  drawn  to  a  close, 
the  roll  of  Company  A  Eleventh  Mississippi  Davis  Brigade  was 
taken.  Of  the  136  that  enlisted  on  the  morning  of  February  28, 
1861,  only  24  could  be  accounted  for.  No  school  company  In  all 
the  Southland  or  in  the  country  of  the  enemy  gave  so  much  precious 
blood  or  esteemed  a  cause  so  highly  as  these  "crude  and  dis- 
orderly set"  of  young  men  of  our  University  Greys.  Ole  Miss, 
the  South,  the  Nation  has  good  cause  to  honor  their  name.  They 
made  of  a  lost  cause,  a  defeat,  a  thing  of  glory  that  remains  for 
all  time  an  inspiration  to  those  who  follow. 

Men  did  not  have  to  go  far  off  to  find  the  war.  The  war  came 
to  them  In  all  Its  horror  of  invading  armies,  pillage,  and  burning. 
The  war  came  to  Ole  Miss. 

The  long  line  of  Grey  slowly  gave  way,  falling  back  to  Cornith. 
It  had  been  a  heavy  price  paid  at  Shiloh  and  there  was  great  need 
for  a  base  hospital  close  enough  to  the  front  to  facilitate  easy  car- 
riage and  yet,  where  in  this  wilderness  was  such  housing  for  the 
hundreds  of  suffering  men.  The  answer  was  the  Lyceum  Building 
of  the  Ole  Miss  campus.  This  Imposing  hall  dedicated  to  the  peace 
and  progress  of  all  mankind  was  called  on  to  do  a  job  of  mercy  and 
It  served  well  and  with  honor.  Some  1,500  sick  and  wounded  Johnny 
Rebs  were  cared  for  in  the  rooms  where  we  now  attend  class,  un- 
mindful of  the  fact  that  many  came  to  those  rooms  with  a  more 
graver  purpose — some  never  to  walk  out  again.  For  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  campus  In  unmarked  graves  lie  those  who  breathed 
their  last  under  the  sound  of  the  plantation  bell. 

That  Ole  Miss  escaped  the  wanton  destruction  committed  upon 
many  of  the  South's  great  seats  of  learning  was  through  our  two 
great  friends  in  the  north.  Chancellor  Barnard  and  Professor  Boyn- 
ton.  Through  their  intersection  Grant  spared  the  University  the 
fate  of  those  who  stood  in  the  path  of  Sherman. 


The  war  came  to  an  end.  The  men  came  home  to  settle  down 
to  the  serious  task  of  making  their  lives  from  nothing.  The  South 
had  lost  the  war.  Though  the  spirit  of  the  south  was  still  unconquered. 
There  were  those  men  who  would  seek  to  destroy  even  that.  Men 
came  back  to  shambles  that  had  once  been  homes.  They  had  left 
wealthy;  they  returned  impoverished.  They  returned  to  Ole  Miss. 
They  came  with  nothing;  they  hoped  to  take  away  all.  How  dif- 
ferent were  these  men  than  when  they  had  frst  come  to  the  campus 
before  four  long  years  of  war. 

The  University  fought  to  keep  its  Independence,  but  the  state 
legislature,  now  carpetbagged  and  scalleywagged,  made  attempts 
to  change  the  school  to  suit  their  political  views.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  was  changed  constantly.  Chancellor  Wadell,  Stewart  and 
Mayes,  in  that  order,  resigned  because  of  that  Interference.  As 
Wadell  expressed  It,  "The  name  University  applied  to  our  institution 
Is  unquestionably  a  misnomer  under  present  circumstances." 

But  the  tyrants  of  the  North  and  their  cringing  allies  in  the  South 
had  not  reckoned  wHh  the  spirit  that  had  never  been  conquered — 
a  spirit  that  burned  on  Scotland's  hills — a  spirit  that  again  would 
light  up  In  the  burninig  flames  in  the  fiery  crosses  raised  to  heaven. 
The  sound  of  men  riding  through  the  night  and  pale  figures,  ghosts 
of  departed  heroes,  rode  on  errands  of  vengance,  lighted  by  the 
fires  of  unmericlful  justice.  Ole  Miss  had  her  clansmen  and  they 
rode  with  all  the  courage  that  had  made  for  them  a  name  In  the 
war  they  had  thought  was  over. 

The  fires  had  not  burned  in  vain,  and  finally  the  South  emerged 
Into  the  light  of  hope  and  Ole  Miss  knew  her  sons  would  live  again. 

Normalcy  came  to  Ole  Miss  as  It  came  to  the  entire  South.  It 
was  in  1872  that  Chancellor  Fulton  assumed  the  leadership  of  the 
University.  His  reign  was  free  from  the  political  Interference  of 
the  reconstruction,  and  this  academic  freedom  resulted  in  Ole  Miss 
coming  once  again  into  its  own  as  it  had  never  before  in  the  days 
of  F.  A.  P.  Barnard.  A  summer  school  was  inaugurated.  An  addit- 
ional   township    was   secured   for  the    University.     A  system    of   high 
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school  affillaHon  was  introduced.  The  enlargement  of  schools  to  include  engineering,  education, 
and  medicine  made  Ole  Miss  now  an  official  University.  It  was  inevitable  that  this  peace  should 
be  broken;  as  inevitable  as  Adam's  desire  to  break  the  spell  of  Paradise,  it  was  in  June  of  1882 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  decided  that  women  "should  be  admitted  to  the  University  on  the 
same    basis   as   men." 

In  the  beginning  there  were  no  dormitories  for  the  girls  and  they  were  required  to  stay  in  the 
homes  of  the  faculty.  This  proved  to  be  unpopular  and  no  great  percentage  of  women  enrolled  in 
the  University  until  1903  when  adequate  housing  facilities  were  made  available.  Needless  to  say, 
however,  the  admittance  of  girls  Into  Ole  Miss  had  a  remarkable  effect  on  the  increased  enroll- 
ment of  young  men.  A  greater  consequence  was  the  softening  the  young  ladies  added  to  the  life 
of  the  campus.  It  wasn't  long  before  the  law  prohibited  "excessive  profanity"  in  the  classrooms 
could    be   safely   repealed. 

The  end  of  Fulton's  reign  at  Ole  Miss  saw  the  rise  of  an  "insidious  kind  of  legislative  and 
executive  interference"  through  the  Board  of  Trustees.  From  1916  to  1932  the  University  suf- 
fered in  the  throes  of  political  change.  In  1930  the  Chancellor  and  thirty  members  of  the  faculty 
were  actually  dismissed.  Ole  Miss  was  suspended  from  the  accredited  list  but  some  years  later 
returned  to  the  fold.  However,  one  must  realize  that  Ole  Miss  was  never  an  ivory  tower.  Ole 
Miss   was   and    is    Mississippi    and    it   is    only   just   that   so    goes    Mississippi,    so    goes    Ole    Miss. 

To  a  part  of  Mississippi,  and  as  such  a  part  of  America,  Ole  Miss  was  ready  in  1918.  We 
have  gone  into  great  lengths  to  show  the  spirit  of  the  Rebels  in  the  great  War  between  the 
States.      Needless  to  say  that  same  spirit  terrified   the   Hun.     Victory  was  won;   but  at  such  a  cost. 

l-i  was  on  a  bright  June  day  in  1919  that  a  grey  somber  ceremony  took  place  on  a  campuS 
devoid  of  many  of  its  favorite  sons.  In  a  simple  gesture  a  memorial  was  unveiled  which  was 
to  bear  forever  the  names  of  the  war  dead  of  Ole  Miss. 

Ole  Miss  survived  the  bathtub  gin  era  (although  some  of  Its  sons  did  not)  and  staggered 
Into  the  depression-ridden  thirties.  During  this  time  enrollment  was  low.  It  was  towards  1940 
when  prosperity  and  students  were  returning  to  Ole  Miss,  that  the  University  seemed  destined 
to  meet  Its  greatest  height.  Again  we  were  halted.  This  time  by  the  second  major  conflict 
in  thirty  years.  As  always,  the  Rebels  lead  the  fighting  ranks  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
world.  Not  since  the  Civil  War  had  the  soldiers  of  Ole  Miss  played  such  a  major  roll.  The 
Army  and  Navy  moved  in  Immediately.  Ole  Miss  herself  trained  and  turned  out  experts  in  all 
fields  of  military  operation.  This  year  will  see  three  new  dormitories  dedicated  to  three  sons 
of  Ole  Miss  who  didn't  return:  Sam,  Gerard,  and  Baxter.  These  new  buildings  symbolize  a 
new  and  greater  Ole  Miss  that  is  taking  Its  place  In  this  new  day  as  one  of  America's  oldest  and 
most  honored  universities.

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The  Mississlppian  today's  campus  news  journal,  finds 
its  origin  in  two  early  publications  of  diversified  purpose 
and  composition.  One  of  these  was  "The  University  of 
Mississippi  Magazine",  which  was  a  literary  monthly 
published  by  representatives  of  the  hiermaen  and  Phi 
Sigma  Literary  Societies.  The  other  was  the  "Varsity 
Voice".  This  was  a  weekly  paper  published  under  the 
auspices  of  the  YMCA  and  the  Athletic  Association; 
giving  the  campus  news  and  discussing  matters  of  interest 
to  students  and  alumni.  "The  Missisippian",  then,  with 
the  same  avowed  purpose,  stems  primarily  from  the 
"Varsity  Voice."  The  two  original  publications  were 
merged  In  1911  to  form  "The  Mississlppian." 

This  weekly  publication  adheres  to  the  intent  of  its 
antecedent,  "Varsity  Voice"  In  giving  campus  news  and 
discussing  matters  of  Interest  to  students  and  alumni. 
The  paper  contains,  in  addition  to  general  local  news 
coverage  and  the  editorial  section,  a  sports  section,  a 
society  page,  and  various  feature  columns.

Ole  Miss  saw  another  page  added  to  its  history 
when,  on  October  7,  1947,  the  Observatory  Build- 
inq  was  renamed  McCain  hHall  in  honor  of  Admiral 
John  S.  McCain,  Ole  Miss  Alumnus  and  World 
War  II  hero. 

The  buildinq  was  completed  in  I860  but  was 
never  used  as  an  observatory  because  of  the  War 
Between  the  States.  It  was  later  remodeled  and 
one  section  is  now  used  as  the  Chancellor's  home. 


Recently  the  remainder  of  the  building  was  turned 
over  to  the  Naval  ROTO  Unit.

by  the  North.  After  the  Kentucty  game  we  conquered  Florida  in  Jacksonville.  As  usual  it 
rained  in  Memphis  the  follov/Ing  week-end  and  as  usual  Conerly  and  Company  turned  In  their 
brilliant  performance  to  trounce  South  Carolina  33  to  0  Next  came  the  tragic  Vanderbllt  game 
where  the  useless  error  of  an  official  robbed  us  of  victory.  The  next  Saturday  the  state  of 
Louisiana  got  her  first  shellacking  from  the  Rebs  as  Tulane  bit  the  dust.  Back  to  Memphis  again 
and  naturally  it  was  raining.  Ole  Miss  played  safe  and  waited  for  the  breaks,  while  Arkansas 
took  risk  after  risk,  and  for  once  the  odds  failed  us,  with  the  Razor-backs  playing  way  over 
their  heads  eking  out  a  slim  victory.

The  Red  and  Blue 
were  victorious  52  to  0,,  and  Charlie  Conerly  set  a  new  national 
connpletion  record  throwing  20  perfect  strikes  out  of  30  tries. 
In  order  to  further  better  relations  with  Mississippi  State  College, 
Coach  Johnny  Vaught  let  his  charges  take  it  easy  and  only  played 
Conerly  a  little  over  half  the  game.  It  looked  for  a  while  as  if 
even  that  wouldn't  help,  but  luckily  enough  State  scored  a  couple 
of  times  and  the  score  was  fairly  respectable,  33  to  14. 

Things  looked  bad  for  this  great  team  on  New  Year's  Day  in 
Memphis  as  an  inspired  Horn  Frog  team  rose  up  and  scored  9 
points  in  the  first  half  to  our  none.  But  in  a  rousing  fourth  quarter, 
"Chunking  Charles"  found  the  range  and  it  was  all  up  with  the 
Texans,  as  the  game  ended  13  to  9  with  the  best  team  in  the 
South   victorious. 

The  1948  Ole  Miss  pays  tribute  to  Coach  Johnny  Vaught, 
his  assistants,  the  entire  football  squad  and  our  two  All  Americans, 
Barney   Poole  and  Charlie  Conerly. 

JOHN  H.  VAUGHT,  SEC  COACH  OF  THE  YEAR 

Head  Coach  Vaught  came  to  Ole  Miss  last  year  as  line  menter 
under  "Red"  Drew  and  took  over  the  reins  when  Drew  moved  to 
Alabama.  Coach  Johnny  was  a  star  guard  at  Texas  Christian 
University  being  named  on  the  All-Southwest  Conference  team 
three  times  and  chosen  All  American  in  1932.  After  college  Vaught 
served  as  assistant  coach  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina. 
Ho  then  joined  the  Navy  and  helped  tutor  the  Navy  teams  of 
Corpus  Christi  and  North  Carolina  Pre-Flight.  This  year,  in  his 
first  try  at  the  big  time  as  a  head  man,  he  won  the  annual  award 
"Best  Coach  of  the  Year  in  the  Southeastern  Conference",  spons- 
ored by  the  Nashville  Banner. 

John  (Hurry)  Cain,  the  backfield  coach,  came  to  us  this  year 
and   proved    to   one   and   all   that   he's  the    best   backfield   mentor  in 


the  south.  Cain  was  an  All  American  half-back  at  Alabama  in 
1932. 

Another  Alabama  Alumnus  is  James  W.  Whatley,  line  coach 
and  head  basketball  tutor.  Whatley  was  an  All  SEC  performer 
in  both  basketball  and  football  for  the  Tide. 

James  (Buster)  Poole  is  Barney's  brother  and  one  of  the  greatest 
of  Ole  Miss  flankmen.  All  Pro  for  three  years  with  the  New 
York  Giants,  Buster  returned  to  Ole  Miss  this  year  and  did  a 
stellar  job  with  the  ends. 

Thomas  Swayze  served  as  contact  man  and  Assistant  Coach  of 
baseball. 

Lester  (Mike)  Brumbelow  is  the  chief  scout  and  was  a  great 
asset  to  the  team  in  this  capacity.  Helping  Mike  with  the  scout- 
ing is  Edwin   (Ed)   Stone. 

Wesley  I.  Knight  is  trainer  and,  though  a  Yankee,  does  a 
superb  job.     Knight  also  coaches  the  Track  team. 

C.  M.  (Tad)  Smith  is  Director  of  Athletics  and  Head  Baseball 
Coach. 

John  A.  (Junie)  Hovious  and  J.  W.  (Wobble)  Davison,  who 
are  remembered  as  outstanding  members  of  the  teams  during  the 
"Golden  Era"  of  1940,  '41,  and  '42,  are  Freshman  and  Assistant 
End    Coaches,    respectively. 

GEORGE  BARNEY  POOLE.  ALL  AMERICAN  END 

An  All  American  end  at  West  Point  in  1944  and  1946,  Barney 
Poole  scored  again  at  Ole  Miss  with  first  team  gradings  on  this 
season's  United  Press,  Deke  Houlgate,  All-American  Board,  Foot- 
ball Coaches  Association,  Paramount  Newsreel,  The  Quarterback, 
Pic  magazine  and  New  York  Daily  News  elevens.  Barney  is  a 
crushing  defensive  end,  likes  to  block,  but  it  was  as  an  offensive 
wingman  that  he  excelled  this  year.  He  set  a  new  collegiate 
record    as    a    pass    receiver   by   catching    52    passes.      He    picked    up

high  for  the  season.  With  All  American  Charlie  Conerly,  Poole 
was   the   target   side   of   the   most   prolific  college   battery   In   history. 

CHARLIE  CONERLY,  ALL  AMERICAN  BACK 

Captain  "Roach"  Conerly  playing  his  last  year  of  college  foot- 
ball went  out  and  set  a  new  pass  standard  with  133  completions 
on  232  attempts  for  three  new  national  records — the  number  of 
completions;  a  percentage  mark  of  .573,  one  that  checked  off 
the  nine-year  old  standard  of  .557  for  backs  trying  200  or  more 
passes,  and  the  18  touchdown  throws.  Conerly  averaged  exactly 
four  yards  a  try  rushing,  on  104  bids,  and  balanced  his  punting 
at  40.2  yards  on  58  kicks.  He  finished  second  on  total  offense 
yardage  with  1783  for  the  seventh  highest  rush-pass  collection  on 
the  NCAB  charts.  Conerly  also  defended  with  consummate  skill. 
Because  he  showed  with  no  prewar  background,  he  was  almost 
a  one-year  proposition  In  building  for  all-star  recognition,  but 
was  chosen  on  six  representative  All-Amerlcan  teams — NEA,  INS, 
Deke  Houlgate,  Football  Writers  Association  of  America  (Look 
magazine),  Pic  magazine,  and  the  Chicago  Tribune-New  York 
Dally  News  syndicate  (All  Players),  was  named  the  "Player  of 
the  Year"  by  the  Football  Digest,  also  by  Williamson  Rating 
System,  rated  fourth  in  the  country  In  the  balloting  for  the  Heisman 
Memorial  Award,  named  "Best  Back  of  the  Year"  by  Red  Grange, 
and     was     chosen     "Most    Valuable"     player     In     the     Southeastern 


Confer.

Conerly  was  the  No.  5  back 
in  the  country  on  the  United  Press  and  Associated  Press 
All-American  teams,  was  the  only  unanimous  selection  on  the 
Associated  Press  All-Southeastern  and  made  every  All-South- 
eastern and  All-Southern  team  chosen.  He  captained  this  year's 
Rebel  eleven,  was  the  spark  as  well  as  the  offensive  lever  that 
led  It  to  Ole  Miss'  first  SEC  grid  championship.  He  scored  nine 
touchdowns  on  his  own  to  become  personally  responsible  for  27 
of  the  Rebs'  38  markers,  was  top  conference  scorer  with  54  points.

Before  a  homecoming  crowd  of  18,000  excited  fans  the  Ole  Miss 
Rebels  turned  back  a  stubborn  Kentucky  team  to  inaugurate  the  1947 
season  with  a  win  that  astounded  the  whole  nation. 

Fired  to  a  keen  explosive  point  with  a  dynamic  spirit  and  an  un- 
daunted will  to  win,  the  Rebs  took  the  opening  kick-of^  and  traveling 
on  the  talented  right  arm  of  one  Mr.  Conerly,  they  were  never  headed. 
Before  five  minutes  had  elapsed  the  "Mighty  Men  of  Mississippi"  had 
racked  seven  big  points  up  on  the  scoreboard. 

The  men  in  Blue  and  White,  taking  advantage  of  a  break  or  so  and 
also  of  a  temporary  let  down  on  the  part  of  the  Rebs,  blared  back  in 
the  same  quarter  to  tie  the  score  and  lead  some  people  to  believe 
that  they  would  be  a  definite  threat,  though  such  beliefs  were  only  pipe 
dreams  of  the  very  first  magnitude. 

Revenge  for  last  year's  black  defeat  by  the  Cats,  confidence  In  their 
ability  to  field  one  of  the  most  feared  teams  in  the  SEC,  the  burning 
desire  to  win  for  their  new  and  well  liked  head  man,  Johnny  Vaught, 
and  a  combination  known  to  all  the  football  United  States  as  Conerly 
to  Poole,  sent  Ole  Miss  through  the  entire  sixty  minutes  in  the  same 
unequalled  form  that  sent  terror  to  the  hearts  of  their  opponents  later 
in  the  season. 

Conerly  tossed  to  All-American  end  Barney  Poole  for  tally  number 
one,   and   the   bruising   left   half  plunged  off  tackle  for  a  yard  and  the

final  marker  in  the  third  period,  Bobby  Oswalt  splitting 
the  uprights  with  machine-like  precision  for  both  extra 
points.  George  Blanda's  flip  to  end  Wah  Wah  Jones  in 
the  end  zone  produced  the  only  Kentucky  touchdown  of 
the  afternoon,  and  Blanda  converted. 

Rebel  fullback  Red  Jenkins  took  the  initial  kickoff  deep 
in  his  own  territory  and  ploughed  out  to  the  19  with 
apparent  ease.  On  the  first  play  from  scrimmage  the 
same  gentleman  uncoiled  a  violent  burst  of  speed  and 
flashed  his  hips  around  end  for  23  beautiful  yards. 
Conerly  then  went  to  work  chunkin'  and  chargin',  and 
eight  plays  later  the  score  was  Ole  Miss  6,   Kentucky  0. 

Midway  in  the  third  stanza,  Wilson  gobbled  in  a 
Blanda  heave  on  the  Rebel  36  and  danced  smoothly 
down  the  sidelines  for  42  big  yards  before  tripping  on 
the  Cat  22  with  a  first  down  snuggled  nicely  in  his  arms. 
Half  a  dozen  plays  later  Ole  Miss  had  the  game  sewed 
up  and  was  ready  to  go  home.

In  the  second  game  of  the  most  successful  season  in 
Rebel  history,  Ole  Miss  met  the  Florida  'Gators  in  Jack- 
sonville. They  slugged  it  out  toe  to  toe  for  two  periods, 
keeping  some  17,000  'Gator  fans  hopeful  before  turning 
on  the  expected  heat  in  the  second  half  to  down  the 
threatening  Floridians   14  to  6. 

Florida  was  out  to  win  the  ball  game  all  the  way,  show- 
ing much  more  spirit  of  competition  than  the  Rebel  vic- 
tim of  the  previous  week,  but  the  marshlanders  only  had 
the  upper  hand  in  the  second  period,  and  they  were  held 
scoreless  during  that  time. 

The  inability  to  climax  several  deep  thrusts  kept  the 
Johnny  Rebs  scoreless  in  the  first  half,  but  Chunkin' 
Charles  showed  his  true  form  In  the  third  quarter. 

The  Ole  Miss  flash  grabbed  a  Florida  punt  on  the  Red 
and  Blue  34  and  sped  neatly  through  the  opposition  to 
their  38.  Several  Conerly  pitches  later  found  the  Rebs 
on  the  enemy  five,  from  where  the  Clarksdale  Flash 
fired  to  Jenkins  for  six  belated  points.  Bobby  Oswalt 
came  to  make  his  conversion  record  for  the  new  season 
three  straight.

67  yards  a  few  minutes  later  to  a  TD  in  nine  flashy  plays  to  Ice  the 
game  for  the  Oxford  lads.  Will  Glover  scored  standing  up  from  the 
16,  and  Oswalt  split  the  uprights  for  the  final  Rebel  damage. 

Conerjy  connected  on  12  of  19  heaves  for  84  yards,  though  he 
had  trouble  finding  his  receivers  in  the  first  half  due  to  the  tremend- 
ously strong  wind  that  was  whipping  back  and  forth  across  the  field 
of  battle.  Not  to  be  denied,  however,  Charles  dug  Into  the  Florida 
turf  and  showed  the  Sunshine  boys  that  he  can  run  as  well  as  he  can 
pass,  picking  up  a  total  of  65  yards  on   14  charging  attempts. 

The  play  of  the  Ole  Miss  line  was  a  thing  of  beauty  with  the  pos- 
sibility of  tabbing  an  individual  standout  almost  completely  ruled  out. 
The  Barney  was  sure  death  on  pass  and  punt  defense,  and  the  entire 
first  string  forward  wall  was  right  with  him.  Reb  reserves  took  over 
every  department  in  the  line  with  such  competence  that  the  shock 
troops  were  given  their  first  real  rest  in  many  moons. 

Two  reserve  backs  did  some  fancy  stepping  for  the  Rebs — Will 
Glover  looked  like  a  million  on  his  19  yard  sprint  for  a  score,  and  Earl 
"Dixie'  hlowell  skirted  the  ends  in  true  Rebel  style.

In  their  third  outing  Coach  Johnny  Vaught's  Rebels  proved  that  rain 
was  no  handicap  to  the  Conerly  to  Poole  combination,  much  to  the 
chagrin  of  the  South  Carolina  Gamecocks. 

The  Rebs  were  keyed  to  unbelieveable  heights  against  the  boys 
from  Carolina,  scoring  in  every  period  but  the  third.  Charlie  Conerly 
started  things  off  when  he  pitched  to  Poole  from  his  own  nine  yard 
line  on  the  first  play  of  the  game.  Ole  Miss  was  not  halted  until  Coner- 
ly hit  Jenkins  on  the  ten  and  'Bama  sped  across  for  the  first  score.  Os- 
walt's conversion  was  good. 

Carolina's  only  goal  line  threat  ended  In  disaster  for  the  Gamecocks. 
After  a  series  of  penalities  had  set  the  Rebels  back  into  the  shadow 
of  their  own  goal  posts,  or  what  would  have  been  the  shadow  had  it 
not  been  raining,  Conerly  completed  a  pass  to  Bowen  on  the  seven- 
teen.    Buddy  fumbled  when  hit,  and  Carolina  recovered. 

On  the  first  play  from  scrimmage,  the  Gamecocks  completed  an 
eight  yard  pass.  There  was  a  fumble  on  the  next  play  and  Columbus' 
own  Jack  Odom  speared  the  ball  in  mid-air  and  pranced  87  yards  for 
a  TD  and  the  most  thrilling  play  of  the  game. 

The  Rebs  scored  once  more  in  the  first  period  on  a  pass  from  Conerly 
to  Poole  after  Clark  and  Dale  blocked  a  kick  on  the  Carolina  five. 
The  sloppy  turf  stymied  Oswalt's  kick.  In  the  second  quarter  Roach 
again  tossed  to  Barney  for  a  TD,  making  the  score  26-0  at  the  half, 
after  Oswalt's  successful  attempt  for  the  point.

The  Ole  Miss  Rebels  felt  the  stinging  blows  of  III  luck, 
shabby  pass  receiving,  and  an  expertly  placed  Cllnard 
field  goal,  and  emerged  bloody  but  unbowed  from  a  10 
to  6  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Commodores  of  Vanderbilt 
before  a  sell-out  throng  of  22,500  at  Dudley  Field  in 
Nashville. 

Suffering  their  first  setback  of  the  season,  the  Rebs 
saw  Vandy  grab  a  10-0  lead  by  the  middle  of  the  third 
period,  and  almost  lose  that  lead  In  the  final  stanza  when 
ihe  Rebs  unfolded  a  running  attack  that  threatened  to 
sweep   the    Black   and   Gold    completely  from   the  field. 

Chunkin'  Charles  was  definitely  on  with  his  aerials,  heav- 
ing 31  bullets  Into  ten  grasping  and  holding  arms.  What 
thwarted  the  air  might  of  the  flashy  left  halfback  was  the 
unbelieveable  Inability  of  the  Ole  Miss  ends  and  half- 
backs to  hold  on  to  Mr.  C's  pitches.  The  Rebels,  with 
all  their  dynamic  talent  and  stirring  will  to  grab  a  victory, 
were  fighting  there  at  Dudley,  body  and  soul,  but  the 
gluepot  was  way  back  home  In  Oxford. 

The  one  magnificent  catch  of  the  day  by  Red  and  Blue 
flankmen  to  apparently  add  a  fairy  tale  finish  to  a  Rebel 
triumph  was  nullified  quite  promptly  by  the  man  with  the

slim  margin  of  five  points.  Late  in  the  last  quarter  "Roach"  faded 
back  and  hurled  a  terrific  bullet  pass  to  big  Barnabus.  Poole  and  a 
Vandy  back  went  up  together,  with  the  movies  showing  that  both 
touched  the  ball,  but  neither  could  catch  It.  But  Joe  Johnson  lurking 
five  yards  farther  down  the  field  gathered  it  In  and  went  all  the  way. 
The  referee,  however,  ruled  that  the  score  was  no  good,  for  the  Com- 
modore didn't  touch  the  ball.  Fate  had  struck  a  fearful  lash  In  the 
Reb  direction,  and  the  clock  ran  out  seconds  later  with  Vanderbllt 
in  possession. 

The  uncanny  running  and  twisting  of  Will  Glover  and  Jerry  Tibller 
put  Ole  Miss  In  the  scoring  game  in  the  last  period. 

Statistically,  Ole  Miss  was  out  in  front  in  every  department.  Con- 
erly's  punting  average  of  48.0  yards  was  one  of  the  outstanding  feats 
of  the  day,  and  Vandy  didn't  forget  the  vicious  line  play  of  guards, 
Jimmy  Crawford  and  Bernard  Blackwell,  nor  the  ground  gaining  of 
Wilson,  Glover  and  Tibller.

He  was  described  ai  a  guard  who 
is  the  "Fireplug  type,  very  difficult  to  move;  quick, 
rarely  out  of  positron  and  poison  to  trap;  ideal  kind 
of  guard,  blocked  with  the  force  of  a  boulder  rolling 
downhill." 


With  Captain  Charlie  Conerly  playing  the  role  of  a  true  All-American 
In  one  of  the  most  colorful  games  of  his  star  studded  career,  the  Ole 
Miss  Rebels  stomped,  snorted,  and  slapped  down  a  hard  fighting  Tulane 
Green  Wave  27  to  14  before  some  35,000  fans  in  the  Sugar  Bowl 
Stadium  in  New  Orleans. 

Conerly's  every  move  was  faultless  as  he  found  three  receivers  for 
touchdown  passes  and  plunaed  across  to  pay  dirt  himself,  for  the  other 
Rebel  score.  The  great  Ole  Miss  halfback  pitched  I  I  times  for  9 
Bullseyes  and  103  yards,  toted  the  pigskin  personally  for  55  of  the 
Rebels'  149  yards,  and  punted  maanlflcently  seven  times  for  a  43.4 
averaqe  to  put  on  one  of  the  most  sparkling  one  man  exhibitions  In 
the  history  of  New  Orleans  football. 

The  "Roach"  heaved  to  his  All-American  mate  Barney  Poole  for 
the  first  and  third  Red  and  Blue  six  pointers,  and  found  Joe  Johnson 
all  alone  in  the  end  zone  for  the  final  Rebel  tally.  Conerly's  quick 
kicks  kept  the  Wave  on  the  run  during  the  entire  contest  and  led  di- 
rectly to  the  first  Ole  Miss  touchtown. 

Early  In  the  fray  Conerly  quick  kicked  to  the  Tulane  26,  and  Ber- 
nard Blackwell  pounced  on  a  Wave  fumble  on  the  next  play  to  put  the 
Rebs  in  scoring  position. 

In  the  second  period,  Jimmy  Crawford  tore  through  the  Greenle 
forward   wall   and   blocked   a   Tulane   punt  to  set  up  the  second   score.

Ole  Miss  led  at  the  half  I  3  to  0. 

With  the  second  half  only  a  few  nninutes  old,  Earl 
HHowell  turned  the  longest  Ole  Miss  ground  play  fronn 
scrinnmage  of  the  game,  with  a  41  yard  romp  around 
his  right  end  to  the  Tulane  eight.  A  15  yard  penalty 
and  3  unsuccessful  line  plays  found  the  Rebs  back  to  the 
25  on  4th  down,  but  "Roach"  spotted  Poole  for  the 
third  Reb  score  with  the  smoothness  of  a  master. 

At  this  point  hHenry  Frnka's  charges  filled  the  air 
with  long  passes  and  when  the  smoke  had  cleared,  Tulane 
had  13  points.  They  were  on  their  way  toward  a  third 
marker  when  Rebel  half  Jerry  Tibiier  rudely  Intercepted 
a  toss  on  the  Ole  Miss  18.  Several  plays  later  found 
Ole  Miss  knocking  at  the  Sreenle  door.  Again  the 
Rebs  found  themselves  a  trifle  far  out  with  a  fourth  down 
on  their  hands.  Conerly  solved  this  with  one  of  the  most 
deceptive  and  neatly  executed  plays  we've  ever  seen. 
hHe  faked  the  ball  off  three  times,  then  feinted  to  his 
left  with  a  pass  and  finally  lobbed  one  through  the  mid- 
dle to  Johnson  for  the  score.

Charlie  Conerly  passed  magnificently  through  the 
mud,  slop,  and  rain  of  Crump  Stadium  in  Memphis,  but 
his  tosses  were  not  enough  to  pull  the  Rebels  away  from 
19-14  defeat  at  the  hands  of  an  alert  Arkansas  eleven 
before  28,000  shouting  onlookers. 

The  tilt  was  a  classic  in  talent  and  thrills  from  start  to 
finish.  Conerly  and  the  mud  spelled  the  difference  be- 
tween the  two  elevens.  Chunkin'  Charles  doing  his  spell- 
ing for  the  Red  and  Blue,  and  the  mud  serving  to  help 
the  Razor-backs.  The  All-American  from  Clarksdale  fired 
two  touchdown  passes,  completed  14  out  of  23  for  138 
yards,  ran  the  ball  ten  times  for  a  total  of  42  yards,  and 
booted  the  saturated  oval  on  ten  different  occasions  for 
a  39.4  yard  average. 

Arkansas  played  heads  up  ball  the  whole  afternoon, 
and  it  was  evident  that  the  Porkers  were  up  for  this  one, 
playing  over  their  heads,  it  might  have  been  that  the 
Vought  charges  were  looking  forward  to  the  LSD  game 
a  week  later. 

With  45  seconds  remaining  in  the  first  half,  Ole  Miss 
found  herself  on  the  Porker  17  yard  line,  fourth  down 
and    trailing    in    the    game    by   six    points.     Conerly   took

the  soaked  leather  for  a  last  fling,  faded  calmly  and  confidently,  spot- 
ted All-American  Barney  Poole  cruising  TDward  on  the  Porker  four, 
and  fired  a  six  pointer  to  the  faultless  end  who  sloshed  across  standing 
up.     Bobby  Oswalt  added  the  point  to  put  Ole  Miss  out  in  front. 

A  few  plays  after  the  second  half  began,  Arkansas  had  scored  again 
on  a  pass  play.  So  Conerly  and  Company  went  to  work  with  successful 
throws  to  Dottley,  Galey,  Tiblier,  and  hlowell.  Losing  the  ball,  Conerly 
started  all  over  again  on  the  Porker  42.  "Roach"  crashed  the  line  for 
I  I,  hlowell  got  two  at  tackle,  then  the  incomparable  Conerly  hit  Howell 
on  a  beautiful  27  yard  shot  for  a  touchdown.     Oswalt'.s  kick  was  good. 

Two  plays  later  Arkansas  had  scored  by  virtue  of  two  remarkable 
plays  by  Clyde  Scott. 

Along  with  Conerly-hlowell,  Bowen,  and  Buchanan  highlighted  the 
action  in  the  Ole  Miss  backfleld  while  banners  for  the  gallant  and  mud- 
dy struggle  In  the  forward  wall  go  to  Bernard  Blackwell,  Jimmy  Clark, 
Barney  Poole,  and  Dave  Bridgers.  It  was  a  heart-breaking  game  but 
Rebel  fans  got  a  taste  of  what  the  Razor-backs  went  through  last  year.

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A  murderous  blast  of  gridiron  dynamite,  loaded  to  capacity  with  All- 
American  powder  and  heroically  Ignited  by  Charles  "Roach"  Conerly, 
rocked  Tiger  Stadium  from  goal  to  goal  in  Baton  Rouge,  showing,  when 
the  smoke  had  floated  skyward,  that  the  rampaging  Ole  Miss  Rebels 
had  chewed  and  digested  the  favored  Bayou  Bengal  of  LSU  for  a  20 
to  I  8  SEC  victory  before  a  screaming  crowd  of  46,000  fans. 

Conerly  conducted  and  led  the  Rebel  parade  which  produced  one 
of  the  most  spectacular  feats  of  football  ever  to  be  displayed  by  an 
Ole  Miss  gridder.  The  All-American  tailback  passed,  ran,  and  kicked 
his  way  before  the  eyes  of  every  football  minded  citizen  in  the  nation, 
as  he  became  the  first  player  in  the  history  of  football  ever  to  score 
three  times  in  one  60  minute  game  against  LSU.  Bobby  Oswalt's  fault- 
less kicking  gave  the  Rebs  their  fourth  conference  win  against  one 
defeat. 

Statistically  the  Rebels  were  unbelleveably  the  underdog.  LSU  piled 
up  22  first  downs  io  only  nine  for  Johnny  Vaught's  men;  the  Tigers  amas- 
sed a  total  of  199  yards  rushing,  and  130  yards  passing,  to  80  ground 
yards  and  121  aerial  yards  for  Ole  Miss;  but  the  difference  came  in 
the  fact  that  160  of  the  Rebs  total  201  offensive  yards  were  claimed 
by  a  certain  talent  laden  lad  called  Roach  Conerly.  Conerly  flipped 
19  passes,  12  of  them  complete  for  121  yards,  and  "Roach"  carried 
the  ball  16  times  for  a  net  total  of  39  yards  on  the  turf. 

LSU  lost  no  time  in  scoring,  and  for  awhile  it  looked  bad  for  the  Ox- 
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ford  men.  In  the  second  quarter,  however,  Conerly  splat- 
tered left  guard  for  a  marker,  and  we  went  ahead  7  to  6. 
Seconds  later  Bobby  Wilson  grabbed  a  Tittle  pass  and 
dashed  hastily  to  the  Bengal  I  I  yard  line.  Conerly 
entered  the  game,  shot  a  five  yard  bullet  to  Joe  John- 
son, faked  a  pass  and  pounded  over  for  another  score. 
In  the  third  quarter,  Collins  of  LSU  skirted  our  right  end 
•■o  make  the  score  I  3  to  12  in  favor  of  Ole  Miss. 

Midway  in  the  fourth  quarter,  Ole  Miss  worked  the  ball 
down  to  the  Bengal  30  on  running  plays  by  Glover  and 
passes  by  "Roach."  Then  the  stage  was  set  for  the 
■Tiost  dazzling  run  of  the  game.  Chunkin'  Charles  faked 
a  hand-off  beautifully,  faded  for  a  pass,  couldn't  find  a 
receiver  and  then  slithered  through  the  middle  of  the 
line  for  26  Yds.  and  a  TD.  LSU  scored  again  but  couldn't 
catch  the  Rebs.

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Ole  Miss'  Ail-American  Charlie  Conerly  spearheaded 
a  merciless  touchdown  onslaught  against  Tennessee  in 
Memphi's  Crump  Stadium  to  smash  the  floundering 
Vols  43  to  13  before  an  amazingly  clear  day  crowd  of 
28,000. 

It  was  the  first  time  in  history  that  Ole  Miss  has  been 
able  to  whip  a  University  of  Tennessee  team.  Re- 
venge was  sweet,  for  every  Rebel  fan  remembers  the 
humiliation  suffered  from  the  great  Volunteer  teams  from 
the  past.  But  this  43  to  13  walloping  even  erased  the 
1938  defeat  and  the  lucky  win  of  last  year  by  the  Vols. 
Every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi vowed  to  get  Tennessee  after  last  years'  loss.  This 
was  the  game  the  boys  were  pointing  for  all  year.  John- 
ny Vaught  and  his  coaches  hadn't  taken  pity  on  the  help- 
less  Vols  the   score   might  have   been   75   instead   of  43. 

By  this  game  everybody  was  expecting  the  fabulous 
Conerly  to  have  a  bad  day.  No  man  could  keep  up  the 
pace  that  this  slim  boy  from  Clarksdale  had  been  setting. 
Gen.  Bob  Neyland,  rated  as  one  of  the  greatest  coaches 
of  all  tim.e,  planned  for  weeks  on  stopping  Charles,  and 
he  tried,  every  boy  on  the  field  for  the  Vols  tried.     But 
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JIMMY  BYRD 

that  sunny  Saturday  afternoon  in  Memphis  was  Charles'  day. 

He  was  nnagnificent,  he  was  incomparable,  he  was  a  one  man  show 
the  equal  of  which  i,s  seldom  seen  in  big  time  football.  The  terrific 
halfback  heaved  a  barrage  of  34  aerials,  19  of  them  scoring  hits  for 
a  total  of  246  yards,  and  his  great  clutch  running  kept  the  Vols  guess- 
ing all  afternoon.  After  the  game  was  over,  Gen.  Bob  mopped  his 
brow  and  said  "Charley  Conerly  is  the  best  football  player  I've  ever 
seen".  This  coming  from  Bob  Neyland,  the  man  who  made  Cafego, 
Dickens,  Butler  and  a  dozen  other  All-Americans,  was  indeed  a  tribute. 

Ole  Miss  started  rolling  in  the  first  period  with  "Roach"  flipping 
a  short  pass  to  Barney,  Statue  of  Liberty  to  Tibller,  and  a  pass  to 
Poole  to  the  two  yard  line.  Conerly  then  took  over  and  Oswalt  con- 
verted. Barney  Poole  blocked  a  punt  for  two  points  and  a  few  minutes 
later  Mr.  C.  made  his  second  marker  of  the  day. 

Poole  made  a  beautiful  diving  catch  In  the  third  period  for  another 
score  and  Earl  Howell  made  a  brilliant  running  catch  of  another 
"Roach"  aerial.  The  final  tally  came  on  a  short  pass  to  buddy  Bowen 
over  center.

Jenk  could  always 
get  that  extra  yard  when  it  was  needed.  He  backed 
up  the  line  with  the  great  zeal  and  fervor,  meeting  his 
man  in  the  hole  before  he  got  a  chance  to  get  started. 


The  only  breather  on  the  Rebel  schedule  was  the  game  with  the 
Chattanooga  Moccasins.  While  entertaining  the  Smoky  Mountain 
boys  in  hHemingway  stadium  the  locales  had  a  field  day.  Although 
coming  to  Oxford  with  a  fair  record,  holding  teams  like  State,  Tenn., 
and  North  Carolina  State  to  low  scores,  the  Moccassins  never  had 
a  chance  against  the  Colonels'  men.  Ten  thousand  people  showed 
up  clamoring  for  Charlie  Conerly  to  break  the  national  pass  com- 
pletion record,  and  far  be  it  from  Charles  to  disappoint  his  fans. 

The  scoring  started  out  with  a  bang  with  Conerly  completing  six 
straight  passes  for  the  first  tally.  Seconds  later  the  flashy  halfback 
toured  59  yards  through  eleven  Moccasins  for  the  second  Ole  Miss 
score.  Bobby  Wilson  then  latched  on  to  a  Chattanooga  pass  on  his 
own  44  and  danced  caglly  for  the  score. 

Roach  came  back  for  another  shot  at  the  complete  record,  and 
tied  it  with  a  scoring  heave  to  Barney.  After  six  more  successful 
throws,  Conerly  watched  Dee  Penny  streak  over  for  the  33rd  point, 
and  then  Ole  Miss'  wonder  boy  retired  for  the  day. 

Joe  Johnson  covered  Oswalt's  kickoff  in  the  end  zone  for  the  sixth 
Reb  TD,  and  Oswalt's  fourth  extra  point  gave  Ole  Miss  a  40  to  0  lead 
at  the  half. 

"Wild  Will"  Glover,  Vaught's  speediest  tailback,  nestled  a  Moc- 
casin  punt  in   his  poweiful   arms  on   the   Rebel   20,   cut  sharply  for  the 
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west  sidelines,  and  scampered  untouched  for  80  yards 
and  his  share  of  the  tremendous  score. 

The  last  period  was  scoreless  with  the  Ole  Miss  third 
and  fourth  teams  taking  over.  With  some  seven  minutes 
of  play  remaining  Barney  Poole  came  in  to  put  in  his  bid 
for  record  breaking.  For  the  whole  day  he  gathered  in 
I  3  passes  to  put  on  an  amazing  show. 

In  setting  the  new  collegiate  passing  record  of  the 
greatest  number  of  completions  in  a  single  season,  Roach 
tossed  32  times  for  20  perfect  ones  and  159  yards,  two  of 
the  20  going  over  for  six  pointers.  As  a  sideline,  the  flashy 
halfback  toured  59  yards  through  eleven  Moccasins  for 
the  second  Ole  Miss  score.  Barney  Poole,  not  to  be, 
denied  came  within  2  catches  of  tying  the  completion 
record.

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In  this  final  encounter  with  the  farmers,  mechanics,  and 
what-nots — in  other  words,  toothless  Bulldogs  of  Missis- 
sippi State — the  much  heralded  duel  between  Ole  Miss's 
incomparable  Charles  "Roach"  Conerly  and  the  im- 
portant Shorty  McWilliams  failed  to  materialize.  Even 
partisian  State  fans  will  admit  that  the  Red  and  Blue  Mr. 
Conerly  is  in  a  class  by  himself. 

Before  a  sell-out  crowd  of  some  26,000  rabid  citizens 
of  the  great  Magnolia  state  of  Mississippi,  the  touch 
down  laden  Ole  Miss  Rebels  slashed  savagedly  through 
an  out-clashed  and  out-fought  State  team. 

For  a  little  while  State  made  it  fairly  interesting,  but 
midway  in  the  first  period  "Tiger"  Jack  Odom  set  up 
the  initial  Ole  Miss  TD  when  he  enveloped  a  hiarper  Davis 
fumble  on  the  Farmer  12.  Three  running  plays  and  a  pass 
later,  the  Rebels  found  themselves  needing  yards  to 
score.  State's  Matulich  booted  out  to  the  Red  and  Blue 
40.  Conerly  then  unwound  the  most  fabulous  pitching 
arm  in  football  history,  hurling  four  strikes — two  of  them 
to  All-American  Poole — to  put  the  ball  on  the  three  yard 
line.  Buddy  Bowen  and  the  Ole  Miss  line  literally  lifted 
the  entire  State  line  off  their  feet  and  back  over  their 
goal  line  on  a  quarter  back  sneak  for  our  first  six  points. 
Bobby  Oswald  added  insult  to  injury  by  splitting  the  up- 
rights with   his  kick.

The  great  McWillianns  was  shot  into  the  game  by  Coach  "Smiley" 
McKeen,  and,  using  his  head  as  a  battering  ram,  bulled  down  to  the 
I  in  three  tries.  A  little  worse  for  wear,  "Shorty"  left  the  game,  and 
"Eagle"  Matulich  lunged  over  the  middle  for  the  score.  "Rookie"  Max 
Stainbrook  made  the  extra  point  good. 

Conerly  took  the  kick-off  on  the  Reb  II,  palmed  the  ball  off  to  Will 
Glover  who  pranced  to  the  mid  field  stripe.  On  the  next  play,  the  im- 
mortal Mr.  "C"  took  the  ball  from  center,  stepped  back  and  surveyed 
the  field  with  the  calmness  and  calculation  of  a  master.  Unleashing 
his  strong  right  arm,  he  fired  the  ball  far  away  down  the  field  into  the 
iron  paws  of  slim  Joe  Johnson,  who  took  it  on  the  dead  run  for  the 
score  that  broke  the  Farmer's  backs.

Coach  Johnny  Vaught  led  his  now  famous  charges  to  the  oft 
trodden  beach-head  In  Memphis  known  as  Crump  Stadium,  and 
the  first  Delta  Bowl  Game.  Texas  Christian  University,  Vaught's 
alma  mater,  was  the  victim  on  this  bitterly  cold  New  Year's  Day. 
Despite  the  usual  bad  weather,  over  28,000  fans  crammed  the 
stadium  to  capacity,  to  see  the  valiant  Ole  Miss  team  come 
from  behind  In  the  fourth  quarter  to  score  two  lightning  blows 
and  wipe  out  a  9  to  0  lead  by  the  Fort  Worth  team. 

For  three  quarters  one  word  was  being  uttered  through  chilled, 
numb  lips,  "Upset!" — the  word  that  struck  fear  to  the  hearts  of 
every  loyal  Mississippi  fan. 

Until  Ole  Miss  started  separating  the  men  from  the  boys  the

60  yards  on  Conerly's  passing  and  were  stopped  by  an  alert  Horned 
Frog    interception. 

So,  TCU,  fighting  into  the  wind  that  blew  fron-:  their  plains, 
wheeled  up  to  the  I  I  on  the  arnns  and  legs  of  two  very  fine 
halfbacks,  Lindy  Berry  and  Pete  Stout,  took  charge  with  two 
counters  in  the  second  quarter  and  kept  Ole  Miss  very  busy  indeed 
defending  their  goal.  The  Frogs  threw  up  a  seven  man  line, 
surrounded  Conerly  with  brawny  arnns  and  harrassed  the  pass- 
ingest  man  of  all  as  he  hadn't  been  troubled  during  the  1947 
season. 

Then  things  changed  in  a  rapid,  tingling  moment — a  Red  and 
Blue  moment.  Ole  Miss  got  the  ball  on  their  own  twenty  with 
time  late  in  the  third  quarter  and  the  emergency  was  pressing. 
In  nine  plays  they  went  all  the  way. 


The  Rebs  had  the  wind  with  them  and  they  were  ready.  Quarter- 
back Bowen  used  his  plays  as  a  fencing  master  would  use  his  foil, 
striking  death  blows  to  the  staggering  Horned  Frogs.  He  shook 
little  Farley  Salmon  loose  off  tackle  for  two  of  the  prettiest  runs 
of  the  game.  Red  Jenkins  hit  the  line,  and  then  Jack  Stlbling 
gained  valuable  ground  on  an  "end  around".  Time  was  then 
called  and  "Mr.  Football"  was  thrown  into  the  breach.

Breaking  even  in  the  conference  games,  the  Rebels 
greatest  nemlsis  proved  to  be  the  weather.  One  whole 
road  trip  down  to  Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans  was 
rained  out.  The  boys  just  got  a  free  ride,  not  even 
being  able  to  take  the  field  against  Tulane  or  LSU. 
In  the  other  Conference  games  we  took  the  Alabama 
Nine  to  the  cleaners  here,  but  the  tables  were  turned 
when  we  journeyed  over  to  the  Capstone  City. 

In  the  first  tilt  with  the  Auburn  Tigers  the  Rebs  lost  out 
in  a  hard  fought  contest,  6  to  4.  Big  Ray  Poole,  superb 
Rebel  righthander  held  the  Auburn  boys  helpless  in  the 
second  tilt,  white-washing  them  4  to  0. 

In  our  only  game  with  The  State  Cowhands  here  on 
the  campus  we  rode  them  out  of  the  park  with  a  4  to 
3  count.  Rain  took  over  the  second  day  and  in  a 
return  series  down  at  the  Barns  we  split  two  hard  fought 
games  with  them. 

Ole  Miss  fared  remarkebly  well  in  non-conference 
games  winning  6  and  losing  only  2.
